Hitherto Baltic pine lias *been chief among "Brit- 
atn'a railway '‘deepen.” Price and proximity of 
■ource of wpply eery naturally influenced purchatet 
in the foreign market. But it became known at leaat 
two yean ago that at no distant date the Scandm- 
•vian exportable aurplur would be considerably cur¬ 
tailed. The reaaoa for this it the increasing demand 
of the pulp and paper mills for raw material. Now 
is British Columbia's opportunity to market its pro¬ 
duct and extend its business with the United King¬ 
dom in this con n e cti on. 

Vancouver Island mills will be certain of sub¬ 
stantial benefit from this large order. It has a direct 
bearing on the business of Victoria. Quickened *c- 
! tivity in the lumber industry in the forest areas ad- 
! jacent to this community will mean larger payrolls 
| and more money in local circulation. It likewise 
J promises cargoes for the Canadian Government Mer- 
| chant Marine with a direct benefit in consequence to 
; the country a* a whole. This means more woter- 
front work with its attendant pecuniary value. In 
fact British Columbia as a whole will share in the 
business in one way or another. 

It ha* not been n simple matter to persuade the 
British timber importer that ha ought to bo buying 
more Douglas Fir than he has been buying. Not a 
few of the larger lumber merchants were quite hazy 
as to the origin of woods grown on the Pacific 
Coast. Many technical misconceptions have been 
cured in recent years by the educational work which 
has been carried oo through the Province's agency 


With this large slice of business already on the 
1926 order file it should be possible for our export¬ 
ers to renew their efforts to capture more contracts 
from Britain. Already a number of distinguished 
architect*, including Sir Gilbert Scott, R.A. hsve 
been won over aad these are calling for British Co- 
lumbis timbers in many of their specifications. Recent 
developments in the science of coloring such woods as. 
for instance. Western Hemlock. Douglas Fir, Silver 
Spruce, end Red Cedar, have pieced them in the 
front rank in e decorative way. The Province's 
bungalow exhibit at the British Empire Exhibition 
was a revelation even to experts and attracted a good

Although Britain hat not gone in for wooden

WEAT TO DO WITH OUR YOUTH 

D uring the course of his ser- 

■ moo in the Fir* United Church in Vancouver 
on Sunday night the Rev. Richmond Craig declared 
•hat some concerted effort should be made to train 
the young men of this Province to earn a living. Ha 
supported his argument by a declaration that unleu 
something was done to take advantage of their ability 
and desire to work the future of the Province would 
be gravely jeopardized. In hit opinion apprentice 
ship training would go a long way to meet the cate. 

It is a curioui thing that our so-called advanced 
‘crvihzaTiffti fails to recognize in a really effective Way ” 
the essentials in education. Not so very long ago a 
contemporary figuratively threw up it* editorial arms 
and complained that British Columbia was producing 
too many experts. It implied that the taxpayer of this 
Province wns actually being fleeced, because our 
young men and women, finding nothing here to which 
to apply their knowledge, were carving out careers 
for ihemsolves elsewhere. 

Here are two extreme views. Bui the Van¬ 
couver pastor is not far off the mark. Fortunately, 
however, the ‘‘middle school" experiment about to be 
tried by the provincial educational authorities should 
add materially to the efficiency of British Columbia's 
youth and enable boyg aad girl* in then 'taen ages 
to make the best use of their advantages in this 
Province. 

There can not be too many framed minds in Brit¬ 
ish Colombia. The size of our population and the 
wealth of our natural resource* require many more 
than we are producing. The apprenticeship system 
■ old-fashioned. Technical education baa long sine*

This announcement of a change of policy by a 
line whose vessels have coaled at Vancouver Island 
ever since the inception of its Pacific service reminds 
us of the proposal advanced tome lime ago to estab¬ 
lish hunkers in Victoria. There is now more reason 
than- ever why that project should be examined with¬ 
out delay. As the iiSustrislizetion of the Outer 
Wharves develops in the establishment of the lumber 
assembly plant and the erection of grain elevators, 
there should be sufficient shipping business tq warrant 
’WOOmt bunkering facifitiei. tn' i£h‘Vn trotT 
it might reasonably be supposed that a considerable 
amount of the cqaling which now goes on at Seattle 
aad Vancouver would be dorse here to the benefit of 
the lines whose vessels will call. For maritime ex¬ 
pansion at this port will go band in hand with the 
greater utilization of the Outer Wharves. Much is ■ 
already assured. , , 

The colliery people oo Vancouver Island will not 
look kindly oo the prospect of losing markets which 
have been their, for to long. The Blue Funnel 
change means a low of something like $100,000 a 
year. It would appear, therefore, that a new bid 
for business with bunkering facilities in Victoria would 
be worth considering. 

CAPITAL IN PLIGHT

W HILE A NUMBER OF OLD COUN- 

try newspapers end public men are wondering 
what attitude the Dominion* will adopt towards the 
Locarno pact, whether they would send delegates 
to an Imperial Conference prior to the date set for 
tha next gathering to discuss the sAjecl, considerable 
attention is being devoted to the eoormaas amount of 
British capital which it available for investment out¬ 
ride the country, end not a little surprise expressed at 
the hast* aad obvious willrngnew to lend to the Ger¬ 
mans. During the last two weeks bonds for foreign 
concerns to the value of $$5,000,000 have been is¬ 
sued on the London market. 

There is nothing surprising in this financial activ¬ 
ity as • result of the removal of the embargo on Do¬ 
minion and foreign loans. The peculiar phase of the 
revival of the lending business is that the investor 
whose money is virtually driven out of Britain by 
economic depression, thus denying him those oppor¬ 
tunities of which he used to take advents*, in brighter 
industrial days, is quite unmoved by the appeal 
of the Empire far British capital. Yet he is in¬ 
variably loudest in his allusions to the Dominions, 
what they are and ought to be, during tn after-dinner 
speech at the Guildhall or m some lew imposing 
edifice. 

This is not a new commercial system. It it merely 
a renewal of the proof that Britain’s transactions 
in peace timh are bated on bus mew end not senti¬ 
ment. All the Dominions can say to the British in¬ 
vestor. at least what Canada will say. it that he » 
losing excellent opportunities to make money by aa- 
sisting in the development of this pert of the Empire.
